ToroNTo, May 27.—The Cansdian papers in
treating of the present Fenlan rald expresa the
followlng viewsi—In its effecis upon Canada,
Fenlaniem Il a miserable t-house of annoy-
ance and expense, andan nee which Cannda
Is forced to suffer from continually, without
reason, entalling logs of life in an iznoia%e cause
and the disturbance of business relations.
To these evils the Canadian would sab-
mit without complaint if Lhn{ thougzht the Im-
perial Government was sufliciently conslderate
of its ro;ltlon or assumed its due share of re-
sponsibility. They hold that the Imperial Gov-
ernment I8 remiss In vot making proper repre-
sentations at Washington, and demanding of
the United States Government that It shall fnke
some eteps to prevent the recurring invasions
of their soll, the murder of brave men, and a
waste of money. Canada, being a colony, {8 in
no fposition to remomatrate with the United
States Government,

Referring to the United States, they complnin
that Fenianism has received the countenance
and support of her leading men and parties,
that O'Neill and his chief eonfederates have
been allowed wo go about openly begging for
contributions, and ralsing men w!tg the avowed
purpose of invading Canada, and public demon-
strations for this object have beem permitted.
Grant's proclamation, without sufficlent foreo to
support it, is a farce. Unfriendliness to Great
